Will Williams, a transient negro 
cotton picker about thirty years old. 
who was from Oklahoma, was fatally 
stabbed about 3 o'clock Sunday after­ 
noon by Morris Mayes, another ne­ 
mo. in a difficulty which occurred 
three and one-half mile* from chieotn 
in Boggy bend. 
There was a crowd 
of negroes down In the cotton patch 
about three hundred yards from Tom 
Stephens' house, supposed to have 
h'on engaged In the festive pastime 
of shooting eraps. 
The trouble started from Mayes ac­ 
cusing Williams of taking $ I • '> out of 
liis jumper and refusing to give it 
back. 
Williams denied that lie had 
taken his money and after quarreling 
they clinched. While fticy were lock­ 
ed together Mayes stabbed the other 
negro in the left breast. 
Williams 
called on the other negroes present 
to pull Mayes off, declaring that lit 
never took the money, but that be 
would give them $ 1 «» to pull him off­ 
rile other n egroes 
separated 
them 
mil Williams started to run. 
M ayes 
went in pursuit and when he over­ 
took him he stabbed him again In 
the breast near the center, the wound 
being several Inches deep. 
The wounded negro fell to fh 
ground and expired in 
about 
ten 
m in u tes after receiving tin* second 
stab. 
After tin* killing Mayes went 
to ili»* home of the man for whom hi' 
was working and stayed then- until 
J. T Gordon, the local deputy sheriff 
at chicota, came and placed him un­ 
der arrest. 
Deputy Gordon telephon­ 
ed for Deputy Sheriff Ed Bell, who 
went to Chicota in an automobile, ac­ 
companied by Assistant County At­ 
torney Bob Eubank, and brought the 
negro to jail at l o'clock yesterday 
morning.
